Ilolbrook & Warren received word 
from the Gulick-Henderson company 
ot Chicago that the oil used In some 
of the wood blocks being supplied 
for the Prairie avenue pavement Is 
not up to specifications and 
those 


blocks therefore will be rejected. 


NOT CONTRACTORS' FAULT. 


This is not the fault of File & 


Alexander, the contractors 
on the 


pavement. 
They contracted for the 


blocks through Will Huff, the local 
agent, and of course the blocks and. 
the oil with which they are treated 
must be fully up to the specifications 
The blocks themselves are fine, an«l 
there is no fault to find with any 
that have been- shipped so far, and it 
is thought that all that have been re- 
ceived hern are up to specifications in 
regard to the oil treatment. It seems 
that some of the blocks that are be- 
ing turned out at the plant are being 
treated with an Inferior grade of oil, 
or at least with n. different 
grade 


from that specified. 


MAN AT PLANT. 


Tho city is in a position to keep a 


close and accurate check on all the 
materials used in the pavement. The 
Gullck Henderson company has a man 
at the plant all the time to inspect 
the blocks for the city and also to 
have samples of the oil analyzed, and 
after the blocks are received In De- 
catur samples are sent to the labora- 
tory for analysis, so that the city is 
certain not to be Imposed upon.
